Reports from the 
hopeless iliness of 
("Rube") Waddell, 
est pitchers of all time, and one of 
the most eccentric, brings to mind 
unique incidents of his earlier days. 

The beginning of Waddell’s career 
is of further interest, in view of this 
Warning to boys, only a week ago. 
Nearing ana end, chiefly because 
his wandering from the straight and| 


narrow road, he, in a letter to a 
friend, urges that all young men be 
advised to “let the booze — strictly 
alone,” 

“Rube,” unlike many other ball- 


players who bear that nickname, was 


raised on a farm in Butler county, | 
Pa., not far from Pittsburg. 

About 18 years ago the ‘baseball 
rivalry between the towns of Evans 
Oity and Mars, Pa., was at fever 
heat, and several rattling good play- 


ers were developed during that period. 
Chief of these was the long, rangy 
Waddell, a youth of iron. 

Such speed as this farmer laad pos- 


sessed never Was seen in those parts 
before He didn't know his own 
strength. The manager of the Evans 
City team finally persuaded Rube to 
' piteh for him, and the elongated 
twirler’s reputation began 

His “steam” actually terrified many 
batters and one after another “fan- 
ned,” 

In fact that was about all there was 
to it when Rube was in the box. Re- 
ports of his wonderful work spread |

over the countryside and every Satur- 


day farmers for miles around drove in 
to Evans City to see Rube in action, 
An hour or so before each game 
Rube, with a bucket of white paint 
and a brush in hand, went about the 
stre of the town and on the si 
walks and fences wrote signs like] 
this: “Come and See Rube an 'Em|] 
out He'll Fs ‘Em Out for You.” 
Semi-prof jonal clubs from Pitts 
burg visited Evans City with mu h 
scepticism about Waaddell’s prowess. 
There was inevitably the same result 
they went back to Pittsburg a bad- 
ly beaten team and with wonderful 
tales of the Rube's “speed, which 
made the ball come over about the 
size of a pea.” 
It was thus that his fame spread 


and landed him in the “big time” cir- 
cuit. Then this giant, who formerly 
painted the sidewalks and fences of 
Evans City, “painted red” the big 
league .-ns, and slowly, but Surely 
led to a physical wreck.
